WHAT THEY LEGISLATE ABOUT 
IN 
THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


How KalaVaua Buys Land—Tho New Pre­ 
mier—How tho King Puts on 
Airs—An Odd Crown.

fCorreaisiiidence of the Rfcord-Umon. I 
Honolulu, June 20, 1882. 
The laat week has been a lively one in 
Honolulu, and one to be remembered for 
many years. It may prov^the commercial 
red letter week in the little eity’s history. 
No less than five ocean steamers have ar­ 
rived—the Pacitic Mail steamers city of 
New V'ork and Australia, British steamers 
Monarch and Bothwell Castle, and the 
Oceanic’s newly-leased Bfeamer Suez, sister 
ship of tbe British steamers—the Australia 
and Suez being from San Francisco, the 
New York from Sydney, the Monarch 
from St. Michaels, and the Bothwell Castle 
from Portland. Heretofore our intercourse 
with the world has been carried on by sail­ 
ing packets, which, before the trades or 
with a free wind, make splendid time be­ 
tween here and the Coast, and were so 
remarkably regular that they seemed nearly 
all that could he desired. The Pacific Mail 
Company's 4,000-ton iron Bhips brought a 
monthly mail from California and the Colo­ 
nies, while the sailing vessels brought us 
intermediate dates from the Coast. Now 
a weekly mail service aud commercial in­ 
tercourse with the Coast is almost assured, 
and people are walking the streets with 
their eves and mouth in wide open amaze­ 
ment, and their eyebrows twisted into twin 
interrogation marks, as though just wak­ 
ened from a long slumber to gaze upon a 
busy world instead of the sleepy hollow by 
the Punch-bowl where they lay down some 
years ago. 
THIS PUNCH BOWL 
Is an odd one, with corrugated sides and 
Olympian dimensions, tilled by our blende, 
impotent goddess, Pele, with bona tide 
“ lire water.” Its s-award rim is sur­ 
mounted by the Hawaiian battery of rusty 
guns and the national standard, which has 
never been called upon to face anything 
more hostile than Pacific zephyrs and the 
pelting of a summer’s shower. Few pre­ 
tend to see the city’s or kingdom's destiny. 
To many present prosperity is like the in­ 
flation of a soap bubble that all too soon 
will break. That there exists an unhealthy 
inflation of values, based upon over-eBti- 
mate8 of benefits accrning from the reti- 
procity treaty with the United States, is a 
patent fact, and in the event of that in­ 
strument’s termination, a reaction the min­ 
iature of that succeeding the late rebellion 
in the United States will be sure to follow, 
when many will be driven to the wall. 
Whether or not the country will survive 
the shock depends upon such a variety of 
contingencies that prognostications are 
vain. Wise legislation would go a great 
way toward a hopeful readjustment of af­ 
fairs, but the hulk of the Assembly is com­ 
posed of poi-feffed poltroons and addle- 
pates. H^re are samples of what they 
waste weeks in 
arguing, 
petitioning 
and 
resolving: 
That 
aboriginal 
Hawaiian parents sending their children 
to school he exempt from school tax ; that 
those having five children or under be ex­ 
empt ; that tho-c having no children be 
exempt ; that Hawaiian* be allowed unre­ 
stricted use of spirits ; that dogs, exoept 
those imported by foreigners for their own 
use, be exempt from taxation, because they 
have always been a favorite article of diet 
with the King’s people : that a “ cognate 
race ” be introduced ; that youDgand good- 
looking unmarried women he brought to 
the country, and that unmarried men be 
allowed one each to wife ; that husbands 
of leprous wives, and wives of leprons hus­ 
bands, be allowed to marry again without 
ceremony of divorce; that hospitals be 
established on all the islands, and that only 
doctors of benign countenances be ap­ 
pointed therein, fierce-faced physicians be­ 
ing taboo ; that all Government physicians 
except I»r. Fitch be discharged ithey being 
persuaded that he can cure them of lep­ 
rosy I ; that natives on plantations be al­ 
lowed a holiday on Saturday ; that recip­ 
rocity with the United States he continued; 
that the Sergeant-at-Arms furnish carriages 
for members to visit the f.unatic Asylum, 
Reformatory School and Prison. The last 
resolution afforded them 
A JOLLY TIME, 
And they propose enjoying a like relaxa­ 
tion again in a few days. An appropria­ 
tion for a shorthand Court reporter was 
stricken from the bill on the ground that 
“ Longhand is good enough for us, and 
we’ll make short work of it.” An item for 
a Chinese interpreter also went by the 
board, it being regarded as of no impor­ 
tance whether we know anything about 
that race who is so numerously represented 
here or not. When the necessity of em­ 
ploying an experienced civil engineer was 
pointed out -one to whom could be in­ 
trusted the construction of reservoirs for 
water for irrigation, and other public work* 
—a representative jumped to his feet, say­ 
ing no man could do th a t; one greater 
than man had the arrangement of that 
matter in hand. A Young Men’s Christian 
Association sent in a uetition begging for 
the continuance of our preseut Sunday law. 
A representative with all the dignity at 
his command said that he considered this 
Assembly knew what to do without sug­ 
gestions from young men with childish 
ideas ! The unsettled aud unsatisfactory 
state of 
Ha w a iia n po litic s, 
Produced by loss of confidence in the late 
Cabinet’s unity, energy and foresight, to­ 
gether with the fear that the present Cab­ 
inet may involve the country financially 
to the extent of seriously impairing, per­ 
haps even ruining, its credit, as shadowed 
in a former letter, are in nowise abated, 
but rather augmented by the Assembly's 
consideration of the appropriation hill. A 
national debt has always been associated in 
the Hawaiian mind with loss of national 
independence, and eqnivalent to a sale of 
the kingdom, and consequently eschewed 
by them, public disbursements being kept 
within the revenue derived from taxes, 
which, by the way, are heavier than those 
of any country in Christendom, even grow­ 
ing crops (cane) being taxed. Now it is 
proposed to additionally burden the coun­ 
try with a debt of millions of dollars, the 
only obstacle in the way of this mad 
scheme’s accomplishment being that no 
shrewd capitalist nor syndicate will be apt 
to embrace this opportunity of sinking 
their ducats in Sandwich Island surf. No 
plan has been deviaed by property-holders 
to meet the dilemma, and it begins to look as 
though it wi’l soon he impossible to part 
with large interests at any price, for just in 
proportion as the exigencies of the situa­ 
tion press a man to sell, even thus reluc­ 
tant w ill others he to buy. The moat con­ 
spicuous man in the real ectate market now 
is Kalakaua, who is playing a petty game of 
land-grabbing. When public land is put 
up at auction, Kalakaua bids it in, giving 
the Minuter of the Interior his J. O. U. for 
the amount, thus defeating the object of 
the sale, which is to raise money. I know 
one old man who is negotiating the sale of 
some land to the King, but inauts upon a 
part cash payment; but Kalakaua declares 
he has no money, and cannot raise it, 
though hia income is much greater than 
that of the President of the United States. 
His is not a patronage sought after by 
either business men or tradesmen. 
THE SEW PREMIER, 
In reprimanding certain members of tbe 
Legislature for arguing against an exorbi­ 
tant appropriation for the King, said in his 
newspaper that all Hawaiian land waaonce 
the K ing’s personal property, and therefore 
Kalakaua was entitled to more than waa 
asked, forgetting that Kalakaua is an 
elected King dr. facto, and not a lmeal de­ 
scendant from the Kamehamehas, nor in 
any way related to them ; therefore with­ 
out claim to their property ; yet if he com­ 
pares his lot with theirs he will find that 
the wealth of the eight volcanic pyramids 
in those days did not equal one-half of hie 
annual income ; beside, the day has gone 
by when one man by any title shall hold 
all and the people he serfs nnder him. 
The fact is Kalakaua is growing too big for 
any of his islands to hold him safely, and 
unless a network he stretched between 
them there is danger of his falling off and 
getting drowned, dread of which event 
may aecount for his anxiety for a 
steam yacht. Among other expenditures 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars has 
been voted him for a coronation I On the 
Premier's stating the object to be the pro­ 
motion of national sentiment among 
Hawaiians, and to do honor to the King, 
it was asked what was the matter with

He 
compared the ceremony to a wedding, 
when it was hinted that this seemed a case 
where the wedding was to take place some 
eight years after the consummation of the 
maritial relation, or after the girl was 
ruined, as it were. During the consideration 
of the question Dr. Mutt Smith, a noble 
on the negative, inquired who should per­ 
form the ceremony—the Catholic or Angli­ 
can bishop, a native or foreign preacher ? 
In response the Premier said as Saul had 
crowned Divid to the prophet of reciproc­ 
ity (Dr. Smith) might officiate in this in­ 
stance.

A WOMAN WHO WAS BORN AT MOUNT 
VERNON NINETY-FIVE YEARS AGO. 
A remarkable woman has just died at 
Richmond, Ya. She was perhaps the last 
living human being who had seen and 
talked with Washington, notwithstanding 
the number of straggling pretenders who 
occasionally appear before the public as 
claimants for this honor. Mrs. Young, the 
person to whom reference is made, was the 
last surviving child of General Washing­ 
ton’s steward, Anderson, the honest aud 
frugal Scotchman who for so many years 
had control of his domestic affairB at 
Mount Vernon. Her maiden sister. Miss 
Nellie Anderson, died in Richmond more 
than fifteen years ago at thq advanced age 
of 95, and now the venerable survivor de­ 
parts this life after having lived exactly 
the same length of time. She was horn at 
Mount Vernon in 1787- For more than sixty 
years she had resided in Richmond, respect­ 
ed by the entire community aud beloved 
by all whose privilege it was to enjoy her 
immediate acquaintance. Remarkable for 
strength of body as well as vigor of mind, 
she had perfectly retained, until within the 
past few days, recollections of the early 
part of her life at the home of Washington. 
To all w ho conversed with her on this sub­ 
ject aud its interesting associations she 
gave, without ostentation, satisfactory re­ 
plies. To great dignity of hearing she 
united that true modesty so characteristic 
of the real woman. Nhe died as she had 
lived—a devout Christian. 'J he writer of 
this sketch conversed with her in years 
past upon subjects connected with her life 
at Mount Vernon. She was Iff years of 
age when the head of that bereaved house­ 
hold and the nation died, and, of course, 
could remember many incidents of her 
childhood. The account she gave of what 
she insisted was the real cause of Washing­ 
ton’s death differs much from that given 
by historians generally. 
Although all 
agree that the attack which carried 
off the illustrious man was brought on by 
his exposure on a cold L»ecemher day while 
taking his usual ride on horseback, yet 
even this might have been averted had not 
the incident occurred which is now given 
as it came from the lips of Mrs. Young : 
“ The General had returned, from hia rido 
cold and shivering, had retired tr the house, 
and was actually about to take his diDuer, 
when a message came to him from a boat­ 
wright whom ho had employed, and who 
desired immediate instructions before he 
could finish tho boat upon which lie was at 
work. 
Washington, probably somewhat 
fretted at the untimely interference, hur­ 
ried down to the river hank without hat or 
overcoat, aud stood exposed to the chilling 
blasts that blew over tho 1’etomac. His 
anxiety to finish the business kept him 
there too long. The consequence was a 
violent accession to the cold itc > «1 already 
taken, which during tbe following night 
culminated in the attack winch so soon 
proved fatal.” 
Mrs. Young always took great pleasure 
in dwelling upon the goodness and uni­ 
form kindness of General and Mrs. Wash­ 
ington to all connected with their estab­ 
lishment. It must be remembered that at 
that time the relative social positions of 
dependents, domestics and the great pro­ 
prietors were strongly contrasted. The 
aristocratic sentiment prevailed, aud about 
the “ great honse,” as it was called,a more 
than ordinary sense of awe presided. With 
this were connected the strictest rules of 
decorum, against which it was more than 
treason to err. Notwithstanding this, the 
children of all the adjoining households 
were free to come and go, aod Mrs. Young 
and her sister often rompe 1 on the porticos 
and through tho hall of the stately man­ 
sion with the children of the Fairfaxes, 
Curtises and Lewises, some of whom were 
constant guests of General and Mrs. Wash­ 
ington. Indued, she has told the writer 
that she and her sister were rarely per­ 
mitted to retire from the presence of Mrs. 
Washington before having received somo 
token of kindneBS in the way of fruit, cake, 
and such like, and that on no occasion did 
the General pass them without a kindly 
greeting. She took special pleasure in re­ 
ferring to an incident in which Washing­ 
ton's stepson, young Cuatis, and Rawlins, 
one of his managers, met with a sore dis­ 
comfiture. The two were indulging their 
favorite pastimo of dancing and fiddling. 
Cuatis being the dancer and Rawlins the 
fiddler, when to their surprise and dismay 
the General stepped suddenly upon tho 
scene. We may well imagine the effect of 
so august a presence at such a moment. 
The air ol Mount Vernon must have 
been conducive to longevity. Washing­ 
ton's favorite negro hunter and hody-ser- 
vant during the war, Wilt I,ee, lived to bo 
more than a hundred years old. Thomas 
Bishop, his Knglish servant, who had been 
with Braddock in the same capacity on the 
Continer.t aod in America, up to tho time 
of the lalter's death, and who at the dread­ 
ful day of Manon gabela disengaged Wash­ 
ington from his slaughtered horse, and 
lilted him, worn and weak, upon the back 
of ar.othi r, also survived to nearly the same 
length of days, and so did old “ I ather 
Jack,” the African fisherman, whoso duty 
it was to supply tho table at Mount Vernon 
with fish froiu the waters of the I'otomac, 
—[New York Herald, June 4th. 


HOW TO BUY MUTTON. 
Mutton requires long keeping after kill­ 
ing, even more imperatively than beef, not 
lets than a week in a cool place being nec­ 
essary, while in the winter at the north 
three or four are quite practicable. This 
protracted hanging, if not too long, does 
away with the “ wooly” taste so often conu 
plained of as the characteristic of mutton, 
and makes oven tough meat tender. 1’tr- 
feet mutton will lie firm and juicy, a rather 
dark red in color, and with a good deal of 
hard, clear white fat, much more in pro­ 
portion than beef. The animal is divided 
into sides and quarters like beef, the hind 
quarter, consisting of leg and lain, being 
the most desirable cut. As such a quarter 
in a fine animal will weigh from twenty 
to twenty-five pounds, a small family 
will find the leg alone sufficient. This 
though higher in price than any other cnt, 
iias much less proportion of the hone and 
is therefore most economical. The loin in­ 
cludes six ribs, the meat being rather 
lighter and more delicate than that of the 
leg. The tUnk should he removed, as it 
dries up in roasting, and a trimmed piece 
though higher iu price, is really more 
economical. A saddle of mutton, a favorite 
Virginia r ast, is simply the two loins 
joined. Chops are cut from the loin, called 
long when the Hank is left on and short 
when it is removed. Occasionally the bone 
is removed from the long chops and they 
are sold rolled up, but let no one be per­ 
suaded by the attractive appearance 
to buy them, as they are tough and 
stringy and dear at any price. 
The 
forequartrr includes both shoulder and 
breast. 
The shoulder • blade, dreaded 
by all carvers, can be taken out by 
a small French boning knife, and the 
shoulder stuffed and sewed or trussed iu 
shape makes a good roast. The breast can 
also he roasted, hut is better used in stews 
or cut into rib chops. Mutton costs less 
than beef, hut is really dearer, as if good 
it must be very fat, and the fat is practi­ 
cally useless in cooking, save that a very- 
small proportion can be, if carefully pre­ 
pared, mixed with dripping or lard lor try­ 
ing croquettes or anything that has icon 
rolled in eggs or crumbs, hor potatoes or 
ordinary frying it givesari.uk and unpleas­ 
ant flavor and unless the cook is exception­ 
able careful may . better te ned a, soap 
grease. Lamb is in season from May to 
September, and is cut and sold like mut­ 
ton but cannot be kept as it taints much 
more easily. The bone, have a reddish 
look and the fat is firm and white.

THE SENATE AND 
THE DOCTORS. 


The debate in the Senate on the bill of 
th e physicians who attended President 
Garfield was unfortunate in some respects 
I t may be 
th a t the com pensation dc 
m anded was too much, b ut there was no 
justification for the kind of criticism in 
dulged in by Senator V est. 
The asser­ 
tions made by him were also in several 
instances quite as far from the tru th as 
they were in bad taste. 
I t is not true, for 
instance, th a t President Garfield's life was 
shortened by the treatm ent. 
The fact 
th a t the diagnosis of his injury proved 
after his death to have been erroneous, 
cuts no figure in any rational view of the 
case. 
W h at the antopsy really proved 
was th a t the error of the diagnosis almost 
certainly prolonged 
his life ; for it was 
made m anifest th at if the surgeons had lo­ 
cated the ball rightly at first, and had at­ 
tem pted to use the probe in the tra e chan­ 
nel of the wound, they w ould have killed 
the patient at once. 
The ball was en­ 
cysted, and in such a way th a t it could 
not have been approached by instrum ents 
w ithout causing a fatal hem orrhage. 
Nor 
was 
it 
possible for surgical skill and 
science to have done more than was done 
for the President. 
T here are no b etter 
surgeons living, either in th is country or 
Europe, than H am ilton and Agnew, and 
what they failed to accomplish could not 
have been effected by any hum an agency. 
Under the circum stances Senator V est’s 
remarks were equally injurious, offensive 
and calumnious, and the general effect of 
the debate was to produce a bad im pres­ 
sion abroad.

FREE TRADE IN 
MAINE. 


The S late of Maine has been conspicu­ 
ous for its adhesion to the tariff system , 
and for many years there has been no dis­ 
tinction between parties there on th a t is­ 
sue. This year, however, a change is noted. 
The Kusiooists of Maine, 
com prehending 
the Demócrata and (l.eenbackers, 
who 
have renom inated Governor I’iaisted, have 
inserted in their platfoim a strong anti­ 
tariff plank, 
Tiiey s»y th a t “ the present 
“ tariff, whereby *150,000,000 of surplus 
“ revenues are annually w rested from the 
“ laboring and producing classes, should be 
“ reduced so as to leave this money in the 
“ pockets of the people, where it belongs 
'' and is much safer, and thus curtail the 
“ reckless expenditures of a corrupt and 
“ spendthrift Congress, and 
remove an 
“ oppressive load of unnecessary and un- 
‘ wise taxation which is crushing out the 
‘ life and am bition of the people. The perpet- 
* uation beyond tw enty years and beyond 
“ any public necessity of the enormous tax* 
“ atiou imposed on Am erican industry by 
the so-called protective tariff, whereof a 
“ large increase above w hat accrues as rev­ 
' enue to the Governm ent ia protested 
‘ against, as it goes to enlarge the profits 
‘ of favored m anufacturers, imposes bur- 
‘ dens upon labor, and particularly agri­ 
c u ltu ra l labor, increases the cost of liv- 
“ ing, which is not offset by a corresponding 
“ increase in wages or in the price of agri­ 
cultural products, and it is a heartless 
“ mockery to pretend to redress grievances 
th a t have become intolerable by refer­ 
ring it to a commission purposely packed 
to continue it.” 
This is a strong indict­ 
m ent, and when such a plank is found in a 
Maine 
platform the fact indicates th at 
the popular sentim ent against the tariff is 
taking a shape which m ust soon force the 
qnestion into politics as a national issue. 
The enormous surplus revenue produced 
by the tariff is iu fact constituting the 
most powerful leverage against the system. 
It is vain for the advocates of protection 
to attem pt to defend a eystem which re­ 
sults in taking $150,000,000 every year out 
of the pockets of the people, and which 
in so doing puts a prem ium npon Congres 
sional extravagance and corruption. 
Cus­ 
tom has no doubt dulled the popular per 
ception on this point considerably, but 
such a state of affairs cannot continue. 
If 
a case were brought to pnblic attention in 
which some foreign Governm ent, say that 
of T urkey for example, so taxed its people 
as to produce a surplus revenue of $150,­ 
000,000, and then squandered this fnnd 
upon undertakings which were not needed, 
or used it to enrich individuals or classes, 
we Bhonld at once realize the tyranny and 
iniquity of the operation. 
B ut as it is we 
are content to go on stupidly bragging 
about our freedom and independence, while 
all the tim e we perm it our pockets to be 
picked by the Governm ent, and a large 
percentage of the bard earnings of the 
people is confiscated under pretenses which 
are so puerile th a t they ought not to de­ 
ceive an intelligent schoolboy. 
Even now, 
when strikes all over the country are com 
pelling attention to the obvions fact th at 
American labor is distressed, th a t wages 
are insufficient, th a t the cost of living has 
increased, th a t production is not flourish­ 
ing, the connection of these things w ith 
the tariff is generally overlooked or blindly 
denied. 
B ut the fact th a t the Democrats of Maine 
have thought it judicious to adopt au 
anti-tariff plank for the first tim e this 
year shows th a t the public patience is 
beginning to give way, and th a t even in 
the S tate where devotion to the tariff and 
navigation laws has survived the extinc­ 
tion of th e Am erican m erchant marine, 
there is still a hope of enlightenm ent. 
It 
rem ains to be Been w hat the Republicans 
of M aine w ill do about this new issue. 
The most extrem e tariff m as iu the Senate 
to-day is Frye of Maine, and it is not 
probable th a t he will counsel any surren­ 
der. 
B ut it is on the cards th a t if the 
Repnblican party refuses 
to m eet the 
Democrats on this issue, the Democrats 
may carry the State, and in th a t event the 
tariff question will at once become a na­ 
tional one. 
I t is evident th a t the cheap 
device of a packed Tariff Commission has 
not settled the agitation even for the mo­ 
ment. 
In fact it was too gross a piece of 
work to deceive anyone. 
And the con­ 
ditions are em inently favorable to an anti 
tariff war. 
The country is by no means 
prospeious. 
Labor is worse off than it has 
been for several years. 
The wages ques­ 
tion and the living question are burning 
ones. 
I t is co t possible for the Kepnb- 
licans to justify the raising of a surplus 
revenue of $150,000,000, in face of the fact 
th at thousands of 
artisans have been 
driven to strike for higher wages becanse 
their present pay will not keep them alive. 
The protectionists have latterly been 
m aking desperate effortB to stave off the 
necessity for tariff revision by cutting 
down the internal revenne taxes. 
B ut the 
people have sense enough to perceive th at 
justice requires the relief of the great pro­ 
ducing and laboring classes before luxuries 
like w hisky and tobacco are cheapened. 
Congress cannot adjust the m atter in this 
way. 
The country does not w ant the 
whisky rings further enriched. 
W hat it 
wants is th at the laboring classes shall be 
assured a fair day’s wage for a fair day’s 
work, and th a t the cost of the necessaries 
of life should be reduced. 
I t sees, too, 
th at so long as this enormous surplus rev­ 
enue is raised a great part of it will be 
squandered or stolen, and th a t every year 
more audacious and successful sehemes for 
getting away w ith it will be projected. 
The tim e has passed when the Republican 
party coaid depend upon the support of 
the producing classes of the great W est. 
There is no longer any sectional issue. 
There is no longer a Southern problem. 
The “ bloody s h ir t” has been buried be­ 
yond the possibility of resurrection. 
B ut 
if the Republican leaders at W ashington are 
controlled altogether by the protectionists, 
and are unable to escape from th at thraldom , 
then a party will before long arise, either 
the Democracy or a new party, which, 
placing itself squarely upon the popular 
side of this controversy, and advocating 
the rights of the people, will sweep away 
the cham pions of the tariff. 
I t is only a 
question of tim e, and the present distress 
is hastening the tim e rapidly.. The Repub­ 
licans cannot afford to ignore the daDger 
signals which are already hoisted. 
They 
cannot afford to nail the tariff ilxg to the 
m ast. 
The tariff is not defensible, and 
those who undertake to defend it will go 
down. 
The indication which the Demo­ 
cratic platform in M aine affords mu9t be 
seriously considered, and ahouli the R e­ 
publicans of th a t S tate refuse to regard the 
signs of the tim es we expect th a t they will 
be defeated in the approaching campaign. 
They have already had one disagreeable 
surprise in M aine, and no shrew d observer 
would be a t all surprised if the present 
year brought them another.

HOW ACCUMULATIONS ARE DISPERSED. 


The recent sale of the Duke of H am il­ 
ton's possessions in pictures, books, sta tu ­ 
ary, furniture, etc., is a striking illustra 
tion of the im possibility of keeping to ­ 
gether great accum ulations of property. 
The ancestors of the present Duke had 
labored for centuries to enrich and increase 
the family collection, 
and nearly all of 
them had taken a pride in the work. 
B nt 
presently there arrives a Duke of H am il­ 
ton who is nothing but a vulgar profligate, 
destitute of all pride of race, caring nothing 
fur family treasures. 
This fellow proceeds 
t ) dissipate the stored treasures of his 
people. 
He plunges into gambling and 
debauchery in the most desperate way. 
I t is said th at bis debts at present reach 
from ten to fifteen millions of dollars. And 
at last be has come to a place where 
nothing is left him b u t the absolute sale 
of one of the richest collections in the 
world, 
I t is estim ated th a t the whole of 


The “ reg u lar” Republicans in Pennsyl­ 
vania are evidently not at all satisfied with 
the situation. 
N otw ithstanding Don Cam­ 
eron’s assum ption of indifference and con­ 
tem pt they realize th at the Independent 
movem ent threatens them w ith disaster.

guilty of a fatal blunder if they listened to 
the proposition made by the “ reg u lars.’ 
In the very nature of the situation this 
issue m ust be fought out, and no better op­ 
portunity than the present can be found 
for settling it, 


RATHER INCONSISTENT. 


W e are som ewhat surprised th at Senator 
Ingalls should have voted to cut down the 
rem uneration of the 
physicians who a t­ 
tended Garfield, for no man has shown any­ 
thing approaching his extravagance in other 
respects.

Frank Soule, probably the oldest journ­ 
alist in California, is dead, at San Fran 
cisco. 
He was for a num ber of years chief 
editor of the A Ita, and in early tim es had 
been engaged on other papers which have 
long since ceased to exist. 
During a part 
of his later life he held the office of In ­ 
ternal Revenue Collector in San Francisco. 
He was a w riter qf considerable grace and 
force, and his views were always whole­ 
some and elevating. 
As in the case of so 
m any journalists who devote them selves to 
their profession, he was neither widely 
known nor fairly rewarded. H e died poor, 
virtue, in journalism , being as a rule its 
own reward.

A P ittsburg (Pa.) firm has secured 
patent for glass shingles, and proposes to 
m anufacture them . 
A tbin coat of varnish applied to etraw 
m atting w ill m ake it more durable and 
keep the m atting fresh and new. 
The artesian well at Calvary Cemetery, 
Long Island, just completed, has cost $(i0,• 
000, is 800 feet deep, but the w ater is so 
m uddy th a t it is unfit for use. 
The light which falls upon the earth 
from the satellites of Mars is about equiv­ 
alent to w hat a m an’s hand on which the 
snn shone at W ashington would reflect to 
Boston. 
I t is predicted by M. Dupcnchel that 
the next sun-spot maximum period will be 
before 1890. 
I t m ay, perhaps, occur in 
1888, but the great probability is th a t it 
will preseut itself iu 1892.

— T h e 
power to w rite real fairy stories belongs 
only to the highest order of minds. 
The 
real fairy-story w riter has all the gifts that 
go to make a great poet, and som ething 
else in addition. This som ething else may, 
it is true, prevent him from ever w riting 
poetry ; never theless, if one could choose, 
one would be more apt to choose th a t addi­ 
tional gift than all the others. 
W e refer 
of course to humor, using the word in the 
highest sense, and also in the broadest. In 
the m ind both of the great poet and of the 
great hum orist, the universe of moral and 
physical nature is 
soluble. 
They see 
through the outw ard form and law to the 
underlying, im m utable substance, whereof 
all forms and laws are but modes and ver­ 
sions ; they apprehend the symbolism th a t 
unites the m aterial w ith the spiritual crea­ 
tion ; and being thus in the understanding 
and elem ental regions of phenomena, they 
are able to reconstruct things at th eir own 
pleasure ; and these creations of theirs are 
real creations, and not mere agglomera­ 
tions or adaptations, becanse their antbors 
worked from the prim al substance, and not 
from the ready made sym bol.—[The .Spec­ 
tator.

P itts b u r g (Pa.), July 4th .—Intelligence is 
just received that the Bteamer Sciota, with an 
excursion party of 500 persona on board, col­ 
lided with the John Lomas near Mingo 
Junction, Ohio, and that 100 persona were 
drowned. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
M ingo J u n c tio n (0 ), Ju ly 4th .—Oxe of 
the survivors says the Sciota was coming up 
the river under a full head of steam, and 
when about half a mile from Mingo Junction 
the John Lomas was sighted coming down. 
The pilot of the Sciota whistled for the chan­ 
nel, but owing to a misunderstanding both 
boats took the same side, the Lomas striking 
the Sciota and sinking her in fifteen feet of 
water in three minutes from the time of the 
collision. 
The scenes on the Sciota were 
heartrending, and the life struggles were 
frightful to behold. 
The Lomas was only 
slightly disabled, and went to work at once 
to save those on board the unfortunate Sciota. 
This task was rendered easier by the bright 
moonlight, and no doubt many lives were 
saved from this reason. 
I t is now believed 
that the first reports were exaggerated, and 
that the loss of life will not exceed twenty 
persons. 
• STATEMENT OF AN ETE WITNES8. 
A rthur 
McNully, 
who lives at Crass 
Creek, 
an 
eye-witness 
of 
the 
whole 
matter, 
say s: 
I 
was 
standing in 
a 
door immediately opposite where the collis- 
sion occurred. 
I t was about 8 o’clock. 
The 
Lomas, in passing the island chute, whistled 
for preference of sides, and as near as I can 
judge, three minutes before the Sciota an­ 
swered, and neither of them appeared to 
sheer otf, and almost immediately the collis 
sion occurred. 
He continues : General con­ 
fusion followed, and I saw people jumping 
from tbe hurricane deck and all parts of the 
steamer. 
As far as I conld see, the Lomas 
struck the Sciota forward, for the lire flaw 
over the bow of tho Sciota. 
The Sciota 
sunk almost immediately. 
The Lomas back­ 
ed up as soon as possible, ran to the 
Ohio Bhore, landed her passengers, and then 
returned to the wreck. The crew and officers 
of the Lomas exercised every effort to res­ 
cue the unfortunate passengers, and succeed­ 
ed in landing over 400, making several trips, 
and continued the work as long as any de­ 
sired to leave. 
As soon as I saw the accident 
I jumped into my skiff and started for the 
wreck. 
When I got there I got five persona 
within a distance of twenty-five feet, and 
there were two other skiffs hslow me picking 
them up ; but I don’t know how many they 
got. 
They 
were 
hallooing 
all 
over, 
and 
there appeared 
to 
be 
a 
great 
many in the wreck ; but it was too dark for 
me to tell the number. 
I then took the par­ 
ties 1 rescued to the Ohio side, and by that 
time the Lomas landed a party and returned 
to the wreck. 
I had just come home from 
work as the boat came past, and could not 
tell how many there were on board, but from 
what parties who had landed told me there 
were from 500 to 700 on the boat. 
From the 
run of the conversation of those who had 
been candid, I gathered that from 500 to 550 
were lauded. Three women were carried 
ashore and died after having been rescned. 
Two little boys and tbe assistant engineer of 
tbe Sciota were rescned, and stopped at 
Cox’s,

he 
thought 
many 
live* 
were 
lost, as the lower decks were crowded. 
A man and woman passed within 100 yards 
of my house. 
He was holding her up, and 
crying for help ; but my wife saw them sink. 
The scene was terrible.

young ladies who had fcesn brought to shore 
by their escorts swimming and holding them 
up.” 
A nother F righ tfu l Storm In K ansas. 
C olum bus, July 4th.—A

about 6 o’clock, followed by a heavy rain and 
hail storm.

FAMILY 
OF 
ANDREW 
JACKSON. 


The Cincinnati Commercial calls atten ­ 
tion to the fact th at the widow and two 
children of the adopted son of Andrew 
Jackson are now living in a state of desti­ 
tution on the “ H erm itage” plantation in 
Tennessee. 
The Herm itage is owned by 
the State of Tennessee, and the Jackson 
family, owing to their extrem e poverty, are 
simply tenants at will on the place. 
“ To 
such straits have they been reduced,” says 
the Commercial, “ th a t they have seriously 
contem plated the sale of the souvenirs 
a’oont the house which have so much con­ 
tributed in m aking it historic.” 
Mrs. 
Jackson was for years the m istress of the 
W hite House, and it is well known that 
the General was deeply attached to her, 
and th at it was owing to her example and 
precepts th a t late in life he openly pro­ 
fessed the Christian religion. 
The country 
has an opportunity to come to the relief of 
this needy historic fam ily in a m anner 
peculiarly appropriate. 
The papers of 
Jackson, which since 1S43 have bad a 
varied and rather rem arkable experience— 
for m any years their whereabouts was ab­ 
solutely known—are now owned by the 
Jacksons, and can be purchased by the 
U nited States. 
They comprise the records 
of the General’s campaigns of the Creek 
war, the defense of New Orleans and the 
Florida invasion, and a large num ber nf 
other docum ents of related interest. 
We 
think it will be generally agreed th a t the 
Governm ent ought to own these papers. 
I t will also be generally agreed th a t it is 
discreditable to American generosity and 
patriotism th a t the family of A ndrew Ja ck ­ 
son should be allowed to know w hat want 
A little less talk and a little more 
turkey for the Jacksons a t 8th of January 
o le b rit ons wonld be in order.

cluded witli a fine pyrotechnic display on 
Eighth street, between M arket and Mission, 
which was witnessed by an immense crowd.

' 


Ih e Good Old Times of the Knickerbock­ 
ers In New York. 
Mr. A. C. Dayton, in his recent work on 
11 Last Ddys of Knickerbocker in New 
Y ork,” has this charm ing chapter : 
Genuine hospitality was a prom inent 
featnie of K nickerbocker fife. 
The old 
fogies had hearts, and big at th at, though 
their carefulness would not be set down as 
parsim ony, b u t their sym pathies and their 
pleasures clustered 
around the family 
hearth in w inter and the family porch in 
summer. 
Home was the family castle ; it 
was the stronghold to which even the off­ 
shoots clung, and in tim e of trouble it af­ 
forded a sure refuge for all the worthy 
ones who raised the brass knocker. I t was 
reared upon a sure foundation, and frugal 
forethought waa the bolt employed to bar 
the entrance against harassing and wasting 
cares. 
Order, punctuality and cleanliness 
were 
its 
chief 
ornam ents, 
and 
it 
was 
ever 
ruled 
by 
a 
parental 
authority strictly enforced. 
There was no 
lack of social enjoym ent w ithin its in­ 
closure, but even th a t was tem pered by 
a m oderation which precluded the idea of 
satiety. 
The tables of our forefathers 
were simple in appointm ents, y et they 
were 
bountifully 
provided 
when 
the 
lim ited 
variety which the m arkets af­ 
forded was considered. 
The meal con­ 
sisted of one course, or rath er the repast, 
comprising 
meats, 
poultry, 
vegetables, 
pies, puddings, sweetm eats and frBits (viz., 
N ewtown pippins, almonds and raiBins), 
was crowded upon the board w ith such 
artistic 
arrangem ent 
as 
circum stances 
would perm it. 
As extension tables had 
not been introduced, considerable figuring 
had to be indulged in before the blue china 
platters could he placed b o as to allow suf­ 
ficient space for the full display of the 
French gilt-edged tea set which was the 
m atron’s pride. 
The viands on these 
grand occasions, 
when 
perehance 
the 
dominie, doctor or some other dignitary 
was to honor th e house w ith his company, 
were prepared or directly superintended by 
the dame in person, as those duties were 
deemed too im portant to be peí formed by 
a deputy, and far too delicate to be exe­ 
cuted by a menial. 
In this connection 
there comes up a vivid recollection—grand­ 
m other’s pantry. 
To us youngsters it ap­ 
peared the storehouse of everything th at 
m ortal man could either desire or hope for 
to m ake fife a perfect Eiysian. 
T hat pan­ 
try has its charm s even now in fancy as its 
m any dainties are recalled. N otw ithstand­ 
ing some sage m odern philosopher has dis­ 
covered the astounding fact th a t the man 
who sighs to taste once more such pies as 
his m other made w ould be sadly disap­ 
pointed, were his wish gratified, to find 
he was sadly m istaken, as he had lost his 
youthful appetite. 
The idea is only “ a 
weak invention of the enem y.” 
In any 
event grandm other’s pantry would be a 
curiosity to our city ladies who are accus­ 
tom ed to the convenient m arket and gro­ 
cery, restaurant or confectioner’s shop, from 
which at a m om ent’s notice any needed 
article of necessity or luxury can be ob­ 
tained. 
G randm other had no such reserve 
from which to draw her supplies in case of 
emergency, b u t waa compelled to rely upon 
those famous pautry shelves to furnish the 
needful supplies or the few extra dainties 
deemed essential to the proper entertain- 
inent of guests. 
Groceries, in tbe old- 
fashioned meaning of the word, constituted 
the bulk of the treasures hoarded w ithin 
the tabooed iuclosure of th a t m ysterious 
receptacle. 
The door was carefully locked 
as a sure precaution against the inquisitive 
eyes and quick fingers of the household 
hopefuls, who were ever on the alert for a 
sly peep and grab should the cautious 
guardiau chance for a mom ent to leave 
the door ajar. 
Flour, sugar, coffee, tea, 
w ith boxes of soap and starch, formed 
the 
grand 
staple 
of 
the 
sem iannual 
supply, 
and 
were 
raDged 
on 
the 
ample floor w ith m athem atical precision. 
The first wide shelf above these prom inent 
essentials was devoted to tho tin spice 
boxes duly labeled as to their several con­ 
tents, w ith sn n d ry large earthen jars which 
were well known to contain the plain cake 
for daily use, while carefully behind them 
were stored, as a precautionary measure, a 
couple of sim ilar receptacles, which were 
special objects of interest, as they hid from 
view the best pound and plum cake, a bit 
of which was now and then awarded as the 
reward of extaordinary virtue, b u t was 
especially dedicated to such occasions when 
it was deem ed absolutely indispensable to 
parade “ the company tea se t,” the silver 
teapot, sngar-bow], 
m ilk 
jug, 
and tbe 
little cut-glass preserve plates which stood 
up in a corner, w ith tissue paper between 
each, leBt they should by accident be 
scratched by friction. 
The second shelf 
was reserved for the sweetm eats, which 
thongh not so varied in kind, aro in mem­ 
ory far more luscious than the pretentious 
compounds now purchased in their stead 
by grandm other's aristocratic descendants, 
l’each, plum , quince, about complete tbe 
list, b u t the fruits were carefully selected, 
aDd loaf sugar unadulterated by chemical 
science was the only agent employed in 
their preparation by the skilled housewife 
in person. 
H er whole soul wss, however, 
engaged in the work, and her syrup was 
not to be surpassed in richness or clearness 
if care and assiduity could prevent. 
Qaal 
ity was her aim in sw eetm eats as well as 
her Standard in more im portant m atters 
than those pertaining to mero articles for 
consum ption, though excellence in these 
was 
" sine 
t/ua 
non ” 
to 
her 
con­ 
ception 
of 
good 
breeding. 
No 
bask­ 
ets 
of 
cham pagne 
or 
cases 
of 
Rhine wine ; no im ported sauces, m arm a­ 
lades, pickles or appetizers were displayed 
on the shelves, but a m oderate supply of 
Jam aica rum , pure M adeira and French 
brandy, w ith a flask of pepperm int cor­ 
dial, were then ever at hand to “ welcome 
the coming or speed the parting guest.” 
In the w inter Newtown pippins mingled 
their aroma w ith the other good things 
stored in this house of plenty. 
One of 
these good things m ast especially not be 
overlooked, for it is not seen to-day, save 
in the window of some confectioner, where 
it is barely recognizable, thongh it hears 
the name still of peanut candy. 
Tbe thin, 
attenuated paste has b ut slight resem­ 
blance 
in 
appearance 
and 
does 
not 
approach 
in taste 
the massive 
blocks 
of the spiced delicacy which rose like a 
m onum ent to bid defiance to the m ost vig­ 
orous attacks of man and b o y ; but, as 
plate after plate was hammered off to m eet 
the dem and created by the bright circle 
congregated around the cheerful hickory 
blaze, it disappeared ere the long w inter 
had lapsed into spring. H ere and there, at 
prom inent pointa on the shelves, were 
displayed 
ancient fam ily 
heirlooms 
in 
the 
crockery 
line, 
preserved 
as me­ 
mentoes 
to 
recall 
some 
favorite 
set 
which 
had 
succumbed to the ravages 
of time. 
G randm other took great p nde 
in regaling 
our 
young eyes 
w ith an 
occasional inspection of these m uch re­

Their separate

GLACIERS AND ICEBERGS. 


RESEARCHES ON THE GREENLAND COA8T 
BY LIEUTENANT HAMME ’. 


Rate of Glacial M ovem ent—Icebergs of 
Stupendous Size—C uriosities of tbe 
Greenland Language. 


An expedition sent out to Greenland by 
the Danish G overnm ent in the fall of 1S79 
to explore the great Jakobshavn glacier has 
recently made an interesting report to the 
Royal Commission for the exploration of 
Greenland. 
Its chief purpose, to d eter­ 
mine the speed of the great glacier's p ro ­ 
gress tow ard the sea in the w inter m onths, 
was accomplished under exceptionally dis­ 
couraging circum stances by R. Ham m er, a 
L ieutenant in the Navy, who commanded 
the expedition. Previous investigations by 
R ink in 1S50, and by H elland in 1875, had 
shown th a t the 
ja c o b s h a v n g l a c i e r 
In the sum m er moved seaward at the rate 
of fully sixty feet in tw enty-four honre, 
while the Swiss glaciers travel only a few 
inches in th a t tim e. 
The discovery th at 
in th e depth of the A rctic w inter its speed 
fell very little short of this was, however, 
an unexpected conclusion ; the m easure­ 
m ent made by Mr. Ham m er, nevertheless, 
fully proves this. 
The Jakobshavn ice- 
fjord (09° 12’ north latitude) was chosen as 
the point of observation, becanse the gla­ 
cier which through it reaches the sea from 
the unexplored interior is the greatest and 
sends forth th e largest num ber of the ice­ 
bergs th a t crowd the Polar Bea. 
The belt 
of coast land th a t ia not covered w ith per­ 
petual ice is at Jakobshavn about tw enty 
miles wide. 
Beyond it the inland ice cov­ 
ers hills and valleys and feeds the huge 
glacier which packs the inner fjord at all 
seasons. 
The m outh of the fjord in Disco 
Bay is closed by a bar of mud, upon which 
the larger icebetgs ground as they break off 
a t the end of tbe glacier, choking up the 
fjord and preventing all com m unication be­ 
tw een Jakobshavn [and Claushavn, a t the 
south side of the fjord, except by boat o ut­ 
side the bar. 
W hen large icebergs from 
tim e to tim e 
SLIP OVEP. THIS BAR, 
An opening is m ade through which q u an ti­ 
ties of ice push out into the bay, to the 
great danger of any boats th a t happen to 
be there, as th e occurrence is always and- 
den and unforeseen. 
B ut when the glacier 
“ k a lv e r”—-i. e., 
when the outer end 
breaks off ana forms icebergs th a t turn 
over and over in the effort to attain their 
balance—the distuibance of the w aters ex­ 
tends far out into the bay and at tim es 
may be traced m any miles down the coast. 
Ice three and four feet thick is broken 
miles aw ay like fragile glass. 
The Danes 
in G reenland understand well the canse of 
this commotion, though the actual process 
of the “ kanel ” has only been observed by 
a European once ; b n t the natives believe 
th a t it is th e w ork of the spirits of the 
glacier, whose fastnesses are far in the un­ 
known interior of the country. 
During 
the w inter of 1879 this phenomenon oc­ 
curred thrice. 
THE GREAT GLACIER. 
H am m er started for the glacier from 
Claushavn j in Septem ber, expecting 
to 
m ake his base of observation in the little 
inlet K ongerdlukaaik, which in 1875 had 
been passed and entirely sh u t off by the 
glacier on its Beaward m arch. 
He reached 
it after great hardships, only to find th at 
the glacier had receded up the fjord bo far 
th a t it could not even be Been from th at 
point. 
The m ountain sides of the inlet 
were too steep to climb, and in an attem pt 
to do so the explorers were surprised by a 
terrible snow-storm and bad to spend the 
night in a ravine in im m inent danger of 
being frozen to death. 
A fter ascertaining 
th a t the glacier since 1850 had moved back 
fully four milea, they were compelled to 
retu rn to Jakobshavn to spend the long 
A rctic night. 
I t was only on Jan u ary 13th 
th a t half of the sun’s disk appeared above 
the horizon again, and travel in dog-sleds 
became possible. 


SEVERAL ATTEMPTS 
W ere made to reach K ongerdlnkasik, and 
the trfp to U m enak.a distance of 160 mileB 
over m ountain ranges 2,000 feet high, was 
made in a sled w ith one team of eight doge 
in three day* and a half, w ith the th er­ 
m ometer at —40° C., b u t tbe object waB 
not attained till the m iddle of M arch. The 
glacier had pushed ahead and was again 
visible from the inlet, b u t' this waa so 
closely packed w ith ice screwed up in all 
sorta of shapea th a t tw enty-four hours’ 
hard work only brought the party 400 feet 
nearer the ice-fjord, and another way had 
to be found, 
i t waa noted by m easure­ 
m ents, as accurate as the distance wonld 
perm it, th a t in th at night the end of the 
glacier advanced perceptibly, thongh the 
therm om eter ahowed —30° C. 
On March 
21at the main ice-fjord was at last reached, 
and from th a t day until the end of April 
num erous m easurem ents were m ade from 
both ends of a fixed base to ascertain the 
speed w ith which the glacier was moving. 
As to get npon the moving mass was im­ 
possible, the tall peaks and blocks of ice 
th a t projected from ita uneven surface were 
need as landm arks. 
Quite frequently these 
would suddenly tum ble down and disap­ 
pear, and the work wonld go for naught. 
MOVEMENTS OF A GLACIER, 
The glacier at this point was three miles 
wide, and its end was a perpendicular wall 
200 feet above the ice surface of the fjord. 
The roughness of its surface was greatest 
nearer tbe sides ; tow ard the middle it dis 
appeared entirely. 
A lthough th e observa­ 
tions were made at a tim e when tbe win 
te r’8 frost was most severe and had lasted 
long enough to penetrate as far into the 
glacier as its effect m ight be felt, the 
whole mass was found to be moving ateaJi- 
ly ahead. 
Its velocity increased greatly 
from the edges of the glacier tow ard ita 
m iddle. 
On account of the lack of pro­ 
jecting points near the m iddle, the speed 
of th a t portion could not be as accurately 
m easured as th a t of the flank sections, bnt 
was estim ated to reach at least fifty feet in 
tw enty-four hours. 


THE AVERACK SPEED 
Of a point in the glacier 1,700 feet from 
the edge of the fjord was 39 8 feet in 
tw enty-fonr hours. 
C onstant detonations, 
sometimes like the firing of heavy guns, 
b ut more frequently like pistol shots, ac­ 
companied tbe m ovem ent of tbe glacier. 
I t was faster on some days than on others, 
and apparently w ithout regard to tim e of 
day or night, or to the tem perature of tbe 
atmosphere. 
From tho top of the adjacent 
hills two lines could be observed running 
lengthwise on the glacier, dividing it into 
three nearly equal parts ; they m arked the 
lines of fnction where the central part 
moved independently of the flanks. 
The 
natural conclusion was th a t the latter drag 
an the shore and on the rocky bottom and 
th a t the resistance they m eet w ith m akes 
them move more slowly and canses the 
roughness on th eir top, while 


THE CENTRAL PART OF THE GLACIER, 
Floating on water, preserves its even sur 
face and moves along faster. 
The fact th a t 
the middle of the glacier seemed to lie 
higher than the rest supported this theory. 
Floating free, the end of tbe glacier ia 
buoyed up at last by the tidew ater until it 
breaks off in hnge masses. 
These are tbe 
icebergs ; the largest are from the solid 
m iddle of the glacier, which in spite of its 
greatest speed alwayB ends in a concave 
arch. 
The flanks th a t drag on the rocks 
are not exposed so much to the action of 
the w ater and therefore “ k alv e” much 
less frequently. 
D aring the sum m er of 1880 the expedí 
tiou made geological researches and ex­ 
plored W aigatted and Disco Island, the 
w est coast of which bad never y et been 
trodden by a European. 
In several places 
pure iron was found in the organic basalt. 
Everywhere on the coast, even on the 
highest mountain tops, abundant evidence 
was found th a t the ice had once covered 
all in a solid mass— 
ONE HUGE GLACIER. 
E rratic bowlders were scattered about, and 
on the top of the m ountain Jonarsnak, 
1,024 feet above the sea, the characteristic 
grooves worn in the rock by glaciers were 
distinctly recognized. 
D uring his long 
stay among the natives at Jakobshavn, 
Ham m er endeavored, w ithout mnch sue- 
cess, to learn som ething of th eir language. 
He found th at it possessed aatoniahiDg 
capabilities in the direction of expressing 
a whole or any num ber of sentences in a 
single word by m erely hitching on extra 
syllables. 
The following may serve as ex­ 
am pies: “ H alibut,” the chief food of the 
Esquimau dog, ia in th e G reenland lan- 
luage K aleralit. 
From it may be formed 
the following sentences : 
“ Have you any 
h a l i t .n t K a r le r a l e k a r p i t ’ 
“ H ave you 
no halibut 
K arleralekangilatit ? “ Have 
you no halibut w hatever?” 
Kaleralekan- 
gidluinarpuchit? 
“ A 
dog”—K ingnuk. 
“ He buys a dog”— K ingm orsivok. 
“ He 
strives to buy a dog”— K ingm orsiniarpok ; 
and so on nntil the sentence, “ I would 
certainly very much like to buy some dogs 
from you,” is expressed iu the one eupho­ 
nious word, Kingmersiniarfigiumagafinar- 
pavkit. 


I t is said by lum berm en th a t three- 
fourths of 
the good black w alnut

gent-looking Indian girl. 
A bottle was seen 
protruding from ) r pocket, and when ques­ 
tioned regarding it she said, “ Oh, that*

cents' worth of 
China 
gin that

bought 
down 
stairs.” 
She j 
was 
a 
hnely-foriued 
woman, 
stated i 
that she was only thirteen years cf age, also 
that she had for two years past been living 
with a white man near the New’ England 
mill*, Placer county, by the name of Bob. 
Her father, Jes*?e Miles, was a white man, 
and her mother a Digger Indian. 
She stated 
that she saw* the murdered man, Billy O'Neal, 
the night before his death, and had drank 
China gin with him.- After they had drank 
their gin she went to a room occupied by two 
Chinamen and staid all night, and knew 
nothing of the murder. 
An aged colored 
lady, who sai 1 her name was Mrs. Harris, 
was very anxious to tell ** Masaa Reporter ” 
al! about the murder. 
She said that shortly 
after midnight Billy O’N eal and an Indian 
by the cam e of Charley A ntone came into her 
room. 
She said Frank K elly was also in the 
party. 
The Indian claimed that O'Neal 
owed him 75 cents, and demanded 
pay­ 
ment. 
O’Neal claimed that he had not the 
m oney to pay tho indebtedness, and asked for 
tim e. 
Charley A ntone struck him over the 
head with a club two or three times.

husband theu got up and put them out of our 
room into the hall.

A finer day could not have been desired by 
the moat exacting for a celebration day than 
was yesterday. Perhaps it was a trifle warm, 
but a most refreshing southern breeze pre­ 
vailed that mitigated the heat and made it 
pleasanter outside than within doors. 
Had 
it been a much cooler day it would have been 
injurious to the celebration, as the handsome 
mi.-.*es who appeared in the line could not 
have presented them selves in the costumes 
requisite to the proper repreFentation of the 
characters they assumed, nor would the out­ 
pouring ( f the people have been so large—it 
is, therefore, f dr to eay that in no recent year 
has there bteu a Fourth of July when the 
weather was so nearly what is desired for a 
festive occasion. 
The ci'v was dressed iu its best, and pre­ 
sented & very handsome appearance indeed. 
Decoration of hcuaes was very general, and 
many of the efforts in that line were striking 
and more than usually handsome and effec­ 
tive. 
The custom so long observed here cf 
dressing the outer edges of the sidewalks 
along the chief thoroughfares w ith the cool 
aud refreshing boughs fresh from the woods, 
again prevailed, and made J and K streets, 
and several of the croas streets, resemble ver­ 
itable bowers.

A ll through the night 
preceding slumber was difficult to snatch, for 
in all the usually still hours the crack of the 
pistol and the shock of exploding bombs kept 
would-be sleepers from their rest—at least in 
ail the lower part of toe city. 
W ith the 
morning salutes, therefore, the town was not 
long in " getting up,” and at a very early 
Lour it was ail astir with the preparation* 
necessary to the day. 
A t 8:30 the (Land 
Mart bal gathered his aids, and at 9.30 was 
on the street ready to move his procession. 
This could not bs done, however, until 10 
o’clock, because of uujvoidable delays fur 
which no one was to blame. 
A t that hour, 
however, the procession m ove4. 
It may be 
said right here, before entering into the de­ 
tails of its composition, that it was by far the 
largest and handsomest display iu a Fourth 
of July liue seen in Sacramento, and it drew 
from the people on all sides the warmest 
compliments, and filled all patriotic Sac 
rsaentans with 
satisfaction at the work 
of

committees 
in 
charge. 
Had 
the original designs of the committees been 
fully carried out, the display would have been 
finer still, and the celebration yet more satis­ 
factory. 
The effort to induce the civic socie­ 
ties, that are so large an elem ent incur social 
economy, to appear by delegations, was a 
partial failure. 
Those that did turn out 
are entitled to all praise, and their 
divi­ 
sion gave the lookers-on some idea of how 
fine a feature it would h a\e been, could there 
have been, as there should, some thirty other 
delegations in that section of the procession 
representing the very large number of citizens 
enrolled in the ra: ¿.a of the confraternities 
in this city.

THE PROCESSION. 


The procession moved from Eighth and J 
8‘rtet?, up Eighth to H , to N inth, to G, t ) 
Elavtnth, to I, to Tenth, to J, to Sscond, to 
K , to Tenth, to M , to 
Third, and 
then 
cju n teimarched on M street, and beiug halted 
in line o j the ncrth side of M street, the 
Grand Marshal and hi* aid*, accompanied by 
General TVzer and staff, reviewed the line by 
riding down its length. 
.lust before this re­ 
view t e line was conai lerabiy disturbed by 
the alarm of fire, that necessitated the w ith­ 
drawal ut the fire department aud drew off 
numbers of the people to witness a conflagra­ 
tion that is elsewhere described. 
The procession began with an advance of 
Doiicemen mounted. 
Chief M att Karcher 
r >de at the head, supported by two officers, 
and followed by twelve others riding four 
abreast, and all being in full uniform. 
The 
force was complimented on all hands^ for its 
fine appearance and for its public spirit, that 
led it to appear mounted, and at no incon­ 
siderable expense to the officers. 
N ext came Grand Marshal Thomas H. 
B rkty and Cl i f Aid Isadore Townsend, 
with other ail* supporting. The first division 
was led by II. M. ( darken, Division Marshal. 
Theu ca i e Brigadier General Tcz.-r, com­ 
manding the Fourth Brigade, N . G. C. 
He 
was supported by his staff, thirteen in num­ 
ber, and was accompanied by Aesistant A d­ 
jutant-General Burtis. 
The escort to the 
staff and diviri >n was the Sacramento H us­ 
sars, Captain Kuhstaller. 
The Hussars ap­ 
peared forty fetrong and splendidly mounted. 
This body attracted much attention. 
Following the staff of the General came 
the First Arti lery band, fifteen pieces, and 
then Colonel T. W. Sheehan and staff (eight 
nersiii?) 
commanding the First Artillery 
Ksgim ci.t, of which four full companies were 
in line—Company A, 37 men ; B, ‘27, as in­ 
fantry, and 28 with the battery of three 
pieces ; G, 55 men, and the Cadets, 35. Com­ 
pany A was commanded by Captain Burke, 
Company B | by Captain Cook, Company G 
by Cai»tain Dalton, and the Cadets by Cap­ 
tain Fisenminger. 
The troops appeared to 
excellent advantage, and marched well, re­ 
flecting credit upon the regiment, its men and 
officers, and the National Guard. 
Then came 
the car California, elsewhere described. 
The second section was led by a carriage in 
which sat Mayor Brow’n, President of the 
Day ; Rsv. Dr. Deal, Chaplain ; Hon. Henry 
EdgertoD, Orator, and Johu T. Cary, Reader ; 
a carriage containing Trustees Ryan and 
Guttenberger, D istrict Attorney Buckley and 
Assessor Shepherd ; 
a carriage containing 
Superintendent Laine and School Directors 
Tracy, Ham m er and Herzog. 
Then came 
the Sacramento Society of California P i­ 
oneers, w ith their banner, in fifteen cariagas 
and containing fortv-fcur persons. 
On every 
vehicle and every horse was a strip of white 
cloth with the figures “ 1849.” 
Following 
the Pioneers, 
most 
appropriately, 
came 
“ The N ative Sons of the Golden W est,” with 
their banner,aud marching in full regalia, fifty 
strong ; and a fine body of young men it was. 
Then came the “ Car of L iberty,” or of 
“ 1770,” described elsewhere under the latter 
title. 
The Sacramento Turn- Verein Society, 
represented by twenty-five men, as a delega­ 
tion, and in uniform, followed, marohing well 
and presenting a creditable appearance. 
The second divisiou was led by W . E. 
Gerber, Division Marshal. 
Then came the 
Independent Drum Corps, eleven persons, 
and in uniform, and adding much to the 
sfúrit of the occasion by the shriek of the 
fife and the martial rattle of the drum. This 
corp3 plays exceedingly well and kept the 
tim e for a very lo2 g section of the procession. 
The Grand Arm y of the Republic, J . N. 
Larkin commanding. 
The old soldier* made 
a fiDe appearance, bore the starry banner, and 
marched in fine order, twenty-one strong. 
The Odd Fellow* B ittaliou, E . M . Martin 
commanding, forty men. 
This body of men 
appeared iu very handsome uniform and 
marched with military precision. 
I t is sel- 
d )in that the commaud appears in public and 
ite presence yesterday drew out for it many 
c unpliments. 
Delegations from the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians and from the Irish N a ­ 
tional Land League, forty-four in a ll; part 
were in regalia, and all were, united, “ the 
orange ” and “ the green ”—an exhibition of 
unity of purpose that excited the astonish­ 
ment of people aware of the mutual hostility 
the colors signify. 
These delegations bore 
numerous banners and two very large ones 
with allegorical designs. 
Some of the mot­ 
toes on the banner* were “ The Land League 
Laves Liberty,” “ Ours is the Common Cause 
of H um anity,” “ The Tree of L iberty—W e 
Repoee in its Shade.” 
Then came the Cale 
d mian Club delegation, eight men, in full 
Highland costume, and accompanied by two 
Highland pipers. 
N ext was the car of Edu­ 
cation, with sixty little girls clad ia white 
bearing flower* and ein^iug. 
The third division was led by Marshal 
G. B. Bine. 
Then came the Independent 
Artillery Company, Captain W. A. Hough­ 
ton, appearing for the occasion in full Con­ 
tinental unifurm. 
They numbered thirty 
men, and marched well, and were evidently 
well drilled. 
Their 
quaint 
uniform 
at­ 
tracted much attention, and scarcely a per­ 
son who saw it but remarked upon its dressy 
and comfortable appearance. 
Certainly our 
“ fathers of the revolution,” in their buff, 
white and blue, were altogether prominent 
targets, but their costume was nevertheless 
convenient and handsome. 
The costume 
worn yesterday consisted of blue cut-away 
coats, with buff facings on the skirt and the 
broad lapels. 
Short clothes of bnff, tight- 
fitting, dark cloth legging*, gaiters and three- 
cornered hats, with bullion trimmiugB. 
This 
company had with it the “ Union B ay.” 
A 
section of the command with drawn swords 
marched either side of the carriage, drawn 
by four white horses, and driven by a coach­ 
man in Continental livery, and with two 
colored fcotm en behind, also in the costume 
of 1770 
In the carriage rode in the^ full- 
dress costume of a hundred years ago Frank 
Powers, representing George W ashington, 
and Miss Laura Dng?*n personating Martha 
Washington. 
This ioatare was, as a whole, 
a quaTnt and most attractive one.^ acd to 
many young Americans was a revelation. The 
Continentals wer*», in common with the bays’ 
division and the < ¿rangers’ section, the newest 
features of parade, and as a consequence at­ 


tracted much more than ordinary attention, 
j and it was fully deserved. 
The fourth division was led by G W. 
Kick-, Division Marshal, followed by nine* 
toen ladies on horseback, with am*? escorts. 
Marshals G. W. Hancock and G. C. M cM ul­ 
len being escorts to the section. 
The ladies 
rode well, formed a m cst attractive feature 
in the line, were the subjects of many flatter­ 
ing compliments, and can well be proud of 
the reception they received, and the effective 
character of their department of the cel­ 
ebration. 
The 
Hussar 
Band, 
fifteen 
pieces, 
followed. 
Then 
came the Board 
of 
Fire 
Commissioners — Me-srs. 
Jon-s. 
Griffittr, 
Jackson 
and 
Secretary 
Kirn, 
with Chief Engineer Sullivan and Assistant 
Engineer in advance. 
Then came Supsrin- 
tendent Fisk of the Fire Alarm Telegraph, 
and next the Sacramento Paid Fire Depart­ 
ment : 
Engine and Hose Company, No. 1, 
fourteen men ; Engine and Hose Company, 
No. 2, fourteen men ; Engine and Hose Com­ 
pany, N o. 3, fourteen men ; Hook and Lad­ 
der Company, No. 1, nine men. 
Iu this 
section also was the La France steam engine, 
a \ery showy machine and manned by four 
men. 
The apparatus of the Fire Depart­ 
ment was beautifully dressed in wreaths of 
flowers, draped bunting, ribbons, flags and 
evergreeu wreaths. 
The Department never 
appeared to better advantage, and was the 
subject of many compliments. 
On Engine 
No. 2 was an especially fine specimen of 
flower work, by which the words “ A lways 
R eady” were presented to view. 
The Hayes 
Truck wa* elaborately decorated and bore 
mottos iu great letters and pictures and 
wreaths in profusion. 
Then came the Grangers’ section. 
First, a 
carriage with M aster John Reese and officers 
of Sacramento Grange, then six lancers W'itb 
pennons floating bearing the words “ The 
Farm. ’ 
Then four carriages with nineteen 
officials and members of the Grange. 
N ext 
the Grange car (and a very handsome one it 
was). 
A description 
of 
it 
is 
given be­ 
low. 
Theu a second car draped in blue 
aud white, 
aud bearing some 
fifty chil­ 
dren of 
Grangers. 
This latter car bore 
the motto “ <loa Bless our Home*.” 
Then 
came 
a 
harvester 
and 
self-binder 
in 
operation. Bates & Co.’s wagon loaded with 
agricultu al implements, a mower drawn by 
two horses, and finally six boys mouuted as 
lancer*. 
The Grange’s display was a very 
creditable and handsome one. 
It was the 
best ever made by the Grangers here, and re­ 
dounds greatly to their credit for patriotic 
spirit 
and 
interest 
in 
perpetuating the 
sacred 
memories 
that 
cluster 
about 
the 
chief 
catk nal holiday. 
Then came 
a neatly-canopied and decorated wa^on with 
the banner “ Italian Industry,’ and in it rode 
eight Italian gardeners in uniform, bearing 
banner* and 
flags. 
This was followed by 
seven decorated wagons loaded with a most 
tempting display of fine vegetable*. 
These 
wagons bore twelve men. Then came a deco­ 
rated carriage with four persons bearing the 
Italian and American flag*. 
These were 
officer* of the Vegetable Dealers’ and Grow­ 
ers' Association. 
T his division was at first out of place but 
was changed, and the feature next described 
came properly before the Italian display. 
This feature was a new, novel aud very pleas­ 
ing one and proved one of the chief attrac­ 
tions of all the celebration, if not indeed the 
one leading all others. 
It consisted of a del­ 
egation in Marshal Blue's divisiou of boys 
from the public schools. 
They r e p r in te d 
the forty-eight States and Territories, five 
bo;, s to each, thus putting with the boy’s drum 
c *rj>9 ‘253 school boys. 
The largest bey of 
each group wore a s*hirt made of the »‘ars 
and strid e, black pantaloons and ac*det cap. 
This one bore a banner of some six by four 
feet, either of red or blue, with the coat of 
arms and name of the State or Territory rep­ 
resented. 
From the banner staff there ltd 
out ribbon guys which were held by four 
boys, who occupied the corners of a square 
of which the banner-bearer formed the cen­ 
tral point. 
The outer boys each wore a light 
straw hat and a sash of red, white and blue. 
The effect of this Bmall army of banner- 
bearers marching through the streets can be 
better imagined than described, and was by 
every one pronounced one of the most pleas­ 
ing and original things ever seen in a Fourth 
of Ju ly procession. 
The boy liue was aided 
by a boy drum corps broken into two sections, 
one of eight and one of seven. 
The boys 
drummed with surprising excellence. 
A t the 
head of the boy section John Hook marched 
as a hunter, clad iu a deer-skin suit. 
The Car of Industry followed the boys’ 
division, and the Car of Peace and P len ty the 
Italian division. 
The line closed with the 
wagons of H. H . Paulk and E. Greer, gro­ 
cers, and the carriages and wagons, four in 
number, of the Capital Brewery, decorated 
and baaring fifteen person*. 
One wagon wa* 
a diminutive one, drawn by a pony driven by 
a lad. 
Carriages of citizens, the wagon of a 
peddler, and one of a popcorn vender brought 
up a straggling rear. 


THE DECORATED CABS. 
The decorated cars referred to were five in 
number, beside one furnished by the Grange 
organization. 
The car “ California ” bare 
representatives of commerce, agriculture, law 
and science. 
Each of these was represented 
by a youug lady, as follows: 
“ Californio,” 
with the shield “ Eureka ” held bef-ne her, 
Mis* 
Mary C ollier; 
“ Commerce,” M is 
C hisholm ; 
“ Agriculture,’’ 
M iss

Each of 
these 
had 
at her side or 
bore 
designs 
an d implements typical of the character as­

This 
car was cano­ 
pied, 
and 
bore 
on 
its 
sides 
simply 
the word “ California.” 
The prevailing col­ 
ora were red, white and blue, the base being 
deep red. 
About the edge of the canopy 
were festoons of pink and white lace-like ma­ 
terial. 
The ornament* of the car and its pil­ 
lars were gold and silver, and the dressing 
was of evergreen festoons. 
The Car of Industry bore young ladies 
representing Literature (with the lamp of 
knowledge). M usic (with the lyre), Sculpture 
(in the act of carving a Corinthian capital). 
Painting (with pallet and brush at work 
upon a portrait of W ashington). Industry 
♦ with the beehive and the spinning-wheel and 
ilist&ff). 
On the side of the car was the line : 
“ B y Industry W e Thrive.” 
Blue wa* a pre­ 
vailing color in this car. 
The columns were 
gilt and bore banners. 
The caropy margin 
was gracefully traced. 
The base of the car 
was blue relieved by red and white orna­ 
ments. 
Evergreen festoons were appropri­ 
ately bestowed about the car. 
The young 
ladies on this car w ere: “ Industry,” Miss 
V i via P atrick ; 
“ Literature,” Miss Laura 
D avis; “ M usic,” M iss Fraucis Joh n son ; 
“ Painting,” M iss Edith Radford ; “ Sculp­ 
ture,” M iss M ary Hembree. 
The car **1776” was the chief of all the 
cars in the line, and bore the Goddess of 
Liberty per»onated by M rs. Todhunter, who 
held the staff and liberty cap and wore the 
laurel of fame. 
A t each of the four corners 
of the car stood a lad clad in full Continental 
uniform, powdered wig, short clothes, stock­ 
ings, low shoes and buckles, velvet hats, etc. 
Each one was armed with a musket, with 
bayonet fixed. These lads were Masters Mar­ 
tin Enright, John Enright, R ody Enright 
and Horace Boyne. 
The car itself was 
the largest of the six and much more elabor­ 
ately decorated than any of the five belong­ 
ing to the com m ittee. 
Its lotty canopy was 
of white and red and formed a graceful 
dome. 
The canopy edge was red and cut in 
ornamental designs, with trimmings of gold 
and Bilver. 
A t the corners arose graceful 
columns. 
Lace 
curtains 
were 
draped 
from 
center 
points 
back 
to these 
col­ 
umn* 
and 
caught 
there 
in 
graceful 
fold*. 
The pillar pedestals were blue, with 
national shields and trimmings iu gilt and 
silver. 
On a central circular shield on each 
t f the larger rides of the car was the word 
“ Liberty.” 
The pedestal whereon the God­ 
dess’ repre>eutative sat bore on either of its 
exterior sidee crossed or two-edged swords. A t 
the end of the car wa* an outspread Am eri­ 
can eagle iu gilt. 
On this car also festoons of 
evergreeu were prominent iu the trimming. 
It was a handsome car and attracted much 
commendatory attention. 
The car of 
“ Peace and Plenty 
was 
dressed chiefly in gold and red, with a bright 
orange base. 
The canopy was blue and 
white, the trimmings of lace. 
The canopy, 
as in the other cases, was supported by grace­ 
ful column*, trimmed in gold and silver. 
This car was also hung with evergreen fes­ 
toons 
On its sides on a broad shield were 
the words giving it its name. 
On the car 
rod* 
two 
young 
ladies — Mis* 
Annie 
Doiysic 
and 
Mies 
Louise 
Gonnet — rep­ 
resenting 
*' Peace ” 
aud 
** P len ty,’’ 
aud 
bearing the cornucopia (horn of plenty) and 
other appropriate emblems. 
One of the rep­ 
resentatives was dressed in blue and one in 
red. 
Both costumes were Grecian in design. 
Each of the ladies wore Bilver belts and also 
circlets of gilt. 
A t each of the four corners 
of the car was a little girl with a basket of 
flowers. 
These littl? misses were E va Boyne, 
K ittie Clark, Maggie Blair 
and 
Maggie 
Flem ing. 
The educational car was the plainest of all, 
and bore a large number of children with 
wreaths of flowers. 
The colors of the decora­ 
tions of the car were white and blue, relieved 
by red. 
The sides bore these word* : “ Edu­ 
cation Our 
Safeguard ; ” 
“ Knowledge is 
Power.” 
A t the head of the car* was a por­ 
trait of George W ashington. 
The car of the Patrons of Husbandry was 
a very handsome one. 
Its arched canopy was 
c f white aod red, its floor of pale green, the 
base blue, relieved by red and orange. 
The 
supporting columns were finished in gilt, the 
bases having panels of red and blue. 
A t the 
tops of the columns were national shields. 
On either side of the base, on a broad plaque, 
was the word “ GraDgo.” 
Just above and 
on the sides of one of the terraces were 
gilded plaques, with the initials “ P. of H .” 
(Patrons of Husbandry). 
On 
the highest 
terrace of the car spread out five huge palm 
leaves. 
Flowers and evergreena in profusion 
decked the car. and agricultural designs, 
shields and fanciful trimming* added to the 
effect. 
It was a handsome car, and the most 
profusely decked of all. It bore persons rep­ 
resen ling Agriculture (with golden spade) ; 
Flora (with flower?); Pomona (with fruits); 
Cere* (with grain and the flaming torch), 
and a shepherdess, with her crook. 
The la­ 
dies on this car were : “ Goddess of H us­ 
bandry,” M iss Ida R. F lin t ; “ Flora,” Miss 
M atie M. Johnston; 
“ Ceres,” Miss H attie 
Sprague ; ** Pom ona,” M iss M innie Pluinmer ; 
“ Shepherdess,” Mias M ay W ilson. 
A ll the cars were decorated by George 
Boyne, after designs of hia own, and reflect 
credit upon his taste and decorative ability.

Sev­ 
eral thousand people stood for an hour in 
front of the stand and gave the most un­ 
wearying attention. 
The evening was cool 
and delightful, and a better tim e or place 
for the exercises could not have been choseu. 
Grand Marshal Berkey called to order, after 
music by the Hu3sar band. 
He sooke from 
a stand m ale by using the “ Car of Liberty,” 
and on which the officers of the evening sat. 
Mr. Berkey introduced Mayor Brown, 
p r e s i d e n t of t h e d a y , 
W ho said another anniversary of American 
independence had added to the number go­ 
ing to make up the second centennial era in 
the history of the nation. 
It brought us to 
the day which of all others the people ven­ 
erate. 
W e have our special festival dayB and 
periods of reunion, but on this day we unite 
in one grand union ot effort, having bat one 
aim, one purpose, and that is to celebrate in 
a proper manner the independence of the 
nation and the freedom of the American cit­ 
izen, and to pay homage to those who, by 
indomitable will-power, marvelous persever­ 
ance, 
prowess 
and 
patriotism, gave us 
a 
day 
that 
we 
can 
all 
celebrate. 
H e 
called 
on 
the 
people 
to 
remember 
that 
it 
is 
not 
only 
a 
privilege 
but a duty to observe the day with all cere­ 
mony and heartiness, not only to keep alive 
the precious memories of the struggle for lib­ 
erty, but to show to coming generations how 
we cherish our country and how the deeds of 
its heroes are enshrined in our hearts. 
Mr. 
Brown continued for some tim e in this patri­ 
otic strain, aBd then introduced, after music 
by the baud, Rev. Dr. Deal, who offered up 
a fervent prayer. 
The band played again, 
and the Chair introduced John T. Carey, 
who read the Declaration of Independence in 
a must effective manner. H is voice was clear, 
loud and steady, his intonation good, and his 
emphasis correct and forcible. 
It was in fact 
good reading, and ^ave to the Declaration its 
proper effect in deliveiy. 
A fter national airs 
by the band the Chair introduced Hon. Henry 
Edgerton, orator of the day, who proceeded 
to deliver 


t h e o r a t io n, 
Mr. Edgerton was in good voice, in a very 
happy frame of mind, and, a3 a consequence, 
spoke with all the polish and grace that 
usually mark* his manner, and beside w ith a 
feivent eloquence that seemed of patriotic 
inspiration. 
It waa one of the best efforts of 
the orator, and held the audience from begin­ 
ning to end in almost breathless attention. 
H e spoke a* follows : 
“ Mr. President and Fellow Citi¿bns : Love 
of country, pride in its institutions, the pas­ 
sion which aim s to Berve it, the courage that 
leads to death in its defense, reverence aud 
gratitude for its benefactors, all the virtues, 
in short, which are summarized in onr Eng­ 
lish tongue by the term patriotism, 
are 
crowning attributes of the American people. 
Therefore, for the cultivation and perpetua­ 
tion of these virtues, they have irreversibly 
ordained two great national anniversaries, 
now publicly and 
appropriately observed 
throughout our own country, and w-herever, 
upon the face of the earth, a community of 
Americans m ay be. 
It seems but yesterday 
that a nation of the first rank suspended the 
U3ual avocations of life, to celebrate solemn 
and public obsequies to heroes slain in its 
defense. 
Its manhood aud womanhood were 
bent in tender reverence over their sacred 
dust, while its childhood lovingly laid the 
pomp and beauty of the year upon obclífk, 
and urn, and grassy mound 
“ Iu our gardens of the dead.” 
Again 
it 
has paused in its brilliant race 
of 
glory, to 
consecrate this day to the 
imm ortal 
men 
and 
women ^ by 
whose 
devotion and valor its free institutions were 
f >unded, by whose blood tho»»e institutions 
are sanctified and cemented. 
A powerful a n i 
prosperous people commemorate by the obs 
servances of this day, the struggles, the suffer­ 
ings, the trial* and the triumph*, of their 
revolutionary sires, and lift up their heart* 
in gratitude to the God of nations, for the 
magnificent fruition of their deeds. 
W hat 
patriotic memories, what enkindling thoughts 
and glowing hopes, inflame the breasts of 
Americans upon this recurrence of the anni­ 
versary of 
the nation’s birth. 
It draws 
within our horizon the events of a century of 
unrivaled natioual history. 
It couples the 
unmatched exploits of our own tim es with 
the undimmed 
splendors of ancestral re­ 
nown. 
It 
brings before us in clear re­ 
lation, 
past 
achievement, 
present 
pride 
and 
power, 
and 
future 
hope 
and 
destiny. 
Time for a moment turns in its 
flight, and we are borne backward through 
the great epochs of our national life, to the 
wondrous scenes in which that life began. 
W e are in regions inhabited by a branch of 
the Anglo-Saxon race containing its best 
blood, and destined to unfold the noblest 
faculties implanted in its constitution. 
W e 
are at a stage of its development when its 
sleeping energies are awakening to heroic 
efforts, when its matured virtues aro about to 
be tried by a violent and decisive rupture 
with ancient times. 
W e see communities 
bound by feeble ties, and widely dispersed, 
yet agitated by common fears, and 
scioudy approaching a common and a splendid 
destiny. 
W e are in civic assemblies, where 
freemen, conscious of their ri fits and daring 
to maintain them, are concerting measures of 
defense against the tyrannical claim s of des­ 
potic power. 
W e catch the enthusiasm of 
patriots nerved by a love of liberty, to the 
consummation of grsat deeds. 
We are ip a 
Congrua* of deueudent aud disunited colonies, 


listening to the discussion of the gravest < f 
humau .problems, by statesmen endowed with 
wisdom almost passing human lim its. 
W e 
feel the superior dignity that rtigus in its de­ 
liberations, and are imbued w ith the solem­ 
nity of its momentous resolve*. 
W e hear 
from its tribune, f r the first time, an asser­ 
tion of the immutable principle* of the I)jc- 
11! a lion just r e a d , and we listen awe-struck, -o 
the voices of it* immortal authors, as they 
pledge their live s. their fortunes and their 
sacred h-mor, for the supremacy of those prir 
ciples. 
W e are ia the camp3 of marshal:ed 
armies, in company with warrior* no obsta 
ele* could dismay or dangers daunt, who 
bared 
their 
breasts 
and 
tasted 
death, 
that 
the 
liberties 
of 
America 
might 
not perish. 
W e follow them through the 
shifting scenes and varying fortunes of a 
seven year’* conflict with the m ightiest of the 
world’s empires. 
W e see them pursued with 
the sword, with the firebrand, with pesti­ 
lence. 
massacre and bIow starvation, yet 
steadfastly adhering to their high resolves, 
and Dever despairing of ultim ate Bucees?. 
W e learn from their great example the in­ 
vincible power of a righteous cause, fortified 
by a sublime faith in the ju*tica of H im who 
doeth all things well. 
We marvel at their 
indomitable fortitude, their endurance, their 
courage, their unsurpassed prowess. 
W e 
m elt over their privations, their bardshq s, 
their sufferings in defeat, and we share in 
their joy a* they reach at last the goal oi 
their hope?, and plant 
their consecrated 
standards upon the last stronghold of their 
foe. 
The conflict over, and their independ­ 
ence woe, behold these tried and dedicated 
men, these armed defenders of the right, 
upon another theater of action, displaying 
the highest exertions of civic genius, and 
winning moral victories, which even dim the 
splendor of their exploits upon the field of 
honor. 
W e see in them the brightest ex­ 
ample the world has yet furnished, of deep 
religious 
conviction 
and 
an 
enthusiastic 
sensibility 
to 
liberty, 
penetrated by tho 
clear intellect which .strives after measure 
and order. 
H ow grandly they appear to u* 
ia the years of peace, conscious that they are 
charged w ith the destinies of a continent, and 
fairly molding a n i coining its rising eras 
and ages. W ith what unerring prescience and 
matchless skill, they executed their great 
work, essaying and solving novel and mo­ 
mentous political and social problems, bring­ 
ing the atoms of society into a new order, 
binding them in new’ and indissoluble cohe­ 
sions, until they have finally garnered the 
fruit* of their heroism and their faith, in a 
Government based on justice, on intelligence, 
on public and private morality, on liberty 
regulated and restrained by law. 
W e see the 
new Government launched upon its orbit of 
probity, justice and freedom, and we watch 
it as it runs its steady course amid the daz­ 
zling glories of old wars, and the tranquil 
splendors of long intervals of peace. 
And 
now, on this anniversary, we meet to felici­ 
tate ourselves upon the benefits we have 
reaped and the blessings we enjoy under the 
beneficent sway of that Government. 
W e 
are here, by the observance of ceremonies 
they ordained, to acknowledge onr measure­ 
less obligations to the authors of these ben fits 
and blessing?. 
Wo are here, reverently to 
bow before the mighty past, calm ly to inter­ 
rogate the oracles of the future, aud to culti­ 
vate a solemn sense of cur responsibilities to 
those who shall come after us. 
“ Jt is a just observation upon the American 
people that they have never yet been recreant 
to any of the great trusts reposed In them. 
The fires our fathers kindled burn brightly to­ 
night upon a thousand altars, aud the Govern­ 
ment and the institutions they bequeathed to 
u*, manifest as yet no symptom of decay. 
Each generation ot their sons has passed its 
heritage to its successor, not only unimpaired, 
but vastly improved. 
That those institu­ 
tions have been 
m aterially strengthened, 
that the bonds of government have been cor­ 
roborated, that the liberties, privileges and 
immunities of the American citizen have 
been almost indefinitely multiplied, by the 
heroic exertion* of our own tinus, admits of 
no question. 
If from the past we may derive 
inspiration and courage, we may surely find 
in the present ample and hopeful presages of 
the future. A Government which ha* success­ 
fully repelled foreign assaults, which haa 
passed 
in 
safety 
the 
supreme 
ordeal 
of the armed dissensions of its own sons, 
whose 
honor 
has 
never been tarnished, 
whoce influence is world-wide, which is firmly 
set in the confidence and affection* of a brave 
and patriotic people, is suiely based on prin­ 
ciple* which, on condition of the fidelity of 
its children to thoss principles, beget a well- 
founded belief in its perpetuity. 
That the 
boundaries of the Republic would expand 
until they should comprise the entire con­ 
tinent down to the equatorial line, was the 
hope and firm belief of some of the most pro­ 
found and far-seeing of the statesm en of the 
Revolution. 
That this is our destiny seems 
now manifest, from our commanding geograph­ 
ical position, from our Anglo-Saxon lust for 
territorial acquisition, from the colonizing 
spirit and habits of our people, and from the 
expansive power itself, of our Government 
and 
institutions, by which 
our .frontiers 
have been already extended upon a scale of 
splendid grandeur, until they embrace a com­ 
pact, coherent domain, washed by tw o ocean*. 
So long a3 the American people shall yield to 
the double impulse by which they have been 
hitherto 
controlled—the one, to 
advance, 
building 
cities 
and 
founding 
States, 
and 
to 
fall 
constantly 
into 
new 
divisions 
by means of a multitude 
of settlem ents—the other, which enjoins a 
belief, in and a sense of the responsibility of 
nations and individual alike, to a Supreme 
Being, fidelity to the manners and examples of 
the past, and a consciousness that they are 
one nation, so long will the standard* of the 
republic continue to advance until its possess­ 
ions are rounded by the boundaries of a 
continent, and its institutions, as nearly per­ 
fect as human institution* may bd, shall 
flourish in immortal bloom. 
“ W e are confident of the future. W e refuse 
to believe that this career of ours as a nation, 
which began more than an hundred years 
ago in the protests of heroes against tyranny, 
and then in a confederation of noble com­ 
munities for the preservation of their liber­ 
ties, and theu in the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, and then in incomputable sacrifices 
to make that declaration good, and then in a 
constitution of government the best the 
world had seen, which ran its brilliant race 
through more than three generations, and 
then put down a m ighty rebellion against it* 
authority, and then was newly enfranchised 
by the great amendments which extinguished 
slavery and secured equal civil aud political 
rights to all men—we refuse to believe that 
this grand procession of oura as a nation, 
which is indeed * like the procession of the 
gods, which in every footfall marks a con­ 
stellation, and shakes from its sandals the 
star-dust of the heavens,’ that this grand 
procession is to end by turning round and 
going backwards. 
“ If we turn to a contemplation of the value 
of our Government, of the influence it has 
already exerted upon the destinies of man­ 
kind, of its result*, apparent in the ample and 
splendid monument* of its beneficence which 
surround us, who c*u calculate it all? 
Its 
glories are visible in the m ajesty of a nation 
lifted up to the first place in dignity and 
power ; m the m ighty spirit which animates 
and combines a noble and iAviucible people ; 
in an indestructible union of S ta tes; in a 
polity whose creative, ordering and fashion­ 
ing power has changed the solitudes of a con­ 
tinent to seats of civilization and arbors of 
liberty ; in ordinances which transcend the 
gran lest triumphs of the English Constitu­ 
tion, and which for the first tim e declared 
and secured equal law, and equal justice to all 
men ; in it* wonderful and wholesome reaction 
upon the old w orld; in tho marvelous and 
salutary political and social traL*formations 
it has w rought; in numberless and splendid 
institutions for the diffusion cf learning, for 
the encouragemeut of science and the culti­ 
vation of a r t; in countless discoveries and 
inventions that have ameliorated the condi­ 
tions and alleviated the labor* of life ; in the 
unparalleled scene of human happiness and 
thrift with which we consummate these clos­ 
ing years of the first century of its trial. Ia 
what age, under what skies, has any nation un­ 
folded to the airs of heaven an emblem repre­ 
senting power so transcendent acd beneficent, 
justice so exalted and equal, liberty so large 
and well-ordered, phenomena of human life 
so diversified and incpiring, popular progress

exhibit counties* and marvelous human activ­ 
ities in full play on every line of political, 
social aud industrial advancement. 
“ Fellow-citizens, we are in the foil gaze of 
the world, charged with tha future grandeur 
aud renown of a noble republic. 
It can only 
be conquered or destroyed through ourselves. 
Its decadence will begin with the decay cf our 
own virtue, with our insensibility to our own 
highest interests, with our recreancy to the 
immutable 
principles 
np>n 
which 
it is 
founded, and by the power of which it has 
flourished, until its glories fi*l the world. 
Those glories w ill m ultiply and become more 
and more respleudeat, He vast and multiform 
powers will continue to develop and bear 
new and yet ñcWer fruits, and ift w ill remain 
to the la¿t 'syllable of recorded tim e' the 
source of inestimable b en efit and bleraings to 
mankind, if wo and tho*e who come after us 
shall hut prove true to the examples of our 
fathers, true to the traditions of our mothers, 
true to ourselves. 
Let us, then, of this gen­ 
eration, see to it, that this great trust is not 
impaired in our hands, and pass the torch < f 
liberty which we have received from our 
sires, bright and flaming, to those who stand 
next to us on the line.”

HINTS. 


Soda is a sim ple and speedy rem edy for 
a burn. 


In changing the tab le-cloths during the 
w eek, con trive to let the fresh one be for 
the dinner table. 


K eep a box of powdered borax on your 
stand ; it w ill do wonders in the w ay of 
softening th e skin. 
If you have been 
w orking in 
tho garden or doing things 
about the 
houso w hich have tended to 
make your hands rough, w hen you wash 
them dip your fingers in the borax and rub 
your hands w ell w ith it. 


I t is som etim es necessary to take a little 
d istastfnl m edicine. 
To do th is w ithout 
tastin g it, put 
tfie required nunlber of 
drops on a teaspoonful o f sugar, and hold 
the head back a little, w hen th e silgar w m 
be dropped far dow n on the tongue ; then 
take a little water, and 
the loathsom e 
m ixture w ill pass dow n the throat. 


If onions which arc to be boiled are put 
in salted w ater after th ey are peeled, and 
are allow ed to remain in it for an hour be­ 
fore they are cooked, they w ill lose so 
m uch of their d istin ctive flavor th at they 
w ill rarely rem ind one hours after of w hat 
he had for dinner. 
Onions th at are to he 
eaten raw m ay be treated in th e sam e w ay. 
A very convenient and pretty bag is 
m ade like the old-fashioned long purse, and 
cau be used for sew ing, knitting, or even 
for a scrap-bag in the sitting-room .

made of cash mere, silk , or even a bandana 
handkerchief, and is

bone harness rings. One end is left sqnare, 
w ith a taseel at each corner, th e other end 
is drawn together, and has one large taeael 
on it.

custard pie. 
In ten m inutes 1t was literally 
filled w ith ants, w hich were then easily 
disposed of.

housew ife can decide 
for herself h ow th is shall be done. 
Cre­ 
m ation or drow ning are recom m ended. 
Then w e put m oist pieces of cake in the 
sam e place, an«i in th e course ot the after­ 
noon the ants were exterm inated, w ith the 
exception 
<»¿ a few stragglers, w ho ev i­ 
d en tly carried th e tidings far and near, 
for w e were never troubled w ith ants any 
more.
